SUPREME COURT OF INDIA 
New Delhi, the 9th December, 1997 

G.S.R. 407.—In exercise of th e powers conferred by 
Article 145 of the Constitution, the Supreme Court hereby 
makes, with the approval of the President, the following 
rules further to amend the Supreme Court Rules, 1966,

A list of the 
dates of the relevant events leading up and con¬ 
cerning the litigation In chronological order and 
pedigree tables, wherever necessary, shall be 
given at the end of tho part. 

Part II shall set out the contentions of facts and law 
sought to be urged in support of the claim of the 
party lodging the statement of case and the 
authorities In support thereof, Where authori¬ 
ties are cited, reference shall be given to the Offi¬ 
cial Reports, if available, where text books are 
cited, the reference shall if possible, be to the 
latest available editions.

limits of the certificate or the special leave, as the 
case may be, and of such additional grounds, if 
any, as the Court may allow to be urged on appli¬ 
cation made for the purpose. The Taxing Officer 
in taxing the costs of the appeal shall, either of his 
own motion, or at the instance of the opposite 
party, enquire info any unnecessary prolixity in 
the case, and shall disallow the costs occassioned 
thereby.

in the Research. Reference and Training Division 
of the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting, 
namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These 
rules may be called the Research, Reference and 
Training Division (Group ‘D’ posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of 
pay.—The number of said posts, their classification 
and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifica¬ 
tions etc.—The mehod of recruitment to the said 
posts, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
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connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 14 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications.—No person, 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a 
marriage with a person having a spouse 
living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a marriage with any 
person: 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said 
posts; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that such marriage is permissible under 
the personal law applicable to such person and the 
other party to the marriage and that there are 
other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax.-—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expe¬ 
dient so to do, it may by order for reasons to be 
recorded in writing relax any of the provisions of 
these rules with respect of any class or category of 
persons. 

6. Saving—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Schedule 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and 
other special categories of persons, in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
